Clarksville, Tenn., May 5.— The 
storm which swept over this city 
Sunday right was one of the most 
destructive that has visited this sec- 
tion in years.

Martin's home, which is known as 
the old Kendrick place. 

The storm probably reached the ze- 
nith of its fury at or about Rudolph- 
town, where Will Gill had a barn 
blown down. Emmet Rudolph lost 
two barns and had another badly 
damaged. Lacy Rudolph also lost a 
barn. Many telephone poles were 
blown across the road, and traffic 
was hindered by a mas* of wires. A 
tree was blown down at the home of 
Owen Davis, of near Rudolphtown. 
Mrs. Davis saw the tree fall as the 
lightning flashed. It seemed as if the 
tree would surely fall upon the house.

London, May 5.— The Russians 
have had at least a partial revenge 
for their defeat in western Galicia 
by badly defeating the Turks who 
had invaded Persia. 

The Turkish defeat took place hi a 
three days* battle near the frontier 
and Petrograd reports that the Rus- 
sians inflicted heavy losses. If the 
success has been followed up, mili- 
tary observers declare that Persia 
now should be free of her uninvited 
guests. 

This battle, however, was a small 
affair compared with what Germany 
and Austria claim to have done to 
the Russians in Galicia. Their reports 
state that some 30,000 Russians were 
captured and that many guns were 
taken. There was no mention, how- 
ever, of any towns, such as Gorlice 
and Tarnow, which were close to the 
front, being captured, which leads 
British military critics to the con- 
clusion that while the Germanic al- 
lies have won important local suc- 
cesses, they have not driven theRus' 
sians far back. Should they do this, 
however, it is asserted that a gen- 
eral retreat of the Russians would 
be imperative and that the whole 
Carpathian offensive, on which the 
Muscovites have spent so much time 
and so many lives, would be nullified. 

The Russian side of the story is 
anxiously awaited, for a big success 
in theeaat, it is believed here, would 
mean Hn immediate commencement 
of operations on a large scale in the 
west, fur which the Germans already 
are preparing. 

In Belgium thus far the fighting 
has been confined to the Ypres re- 
gion, where the Germans claim to- 
h»ve captured some villages which 
the British say they evacuated in the 
process of readjusting their line. 

Rumors concerning operations 
against the Dardanelles were con- 
firmed when the British war office 
and admiralty issued reports stating 
that after beating off Turkish at- 
tacks the allied forces had taken the 
offensive on the Gallipoli peninsula 
and now were advancing into the in- 
terior.

MORE MEL ODY FR OM ROSSINI 

Hitherto Unpublished Works of Great 
Compoeer Are to Be Given 
to the World. 

A hymn to Napoleon III and a 
fanfare callrd "The Crown of Italy** 
have been discovered anions the un- 
published compositions of Hossini, 
it il said, on the authority of nn 
article quoted from the Guide Mu- 
sical in the Musical leader, which 
continues: When he died, in 1868, 
then- were found araon^ his papers 
no fewer than 154 instrumental 
pieces arn I ^on^rs thai had not lieen 
printed. His widow was willing to 
sell them ut once, but she demanded 
such a large sum that they were left 
on her hands. Five years later they 
were sold, but only four of them 
given to the public. Tip manuscripts 
are bound in sixteen volumes ; among 
them are seventy-four numbers for 
the voice, an "album of nothings" for 
piano, a group of twelve pieces for 
children, and four, entitled, "Hors- 
d'oeuvre" (radishes, anchovies, cu- 
cumbers and butter), which seems to 
indicate that the composer of "The 
Barber of Seville" anticipated one of 
tTTe latest phases of program music. 
There is a "Hygienic Prelude" and 
a set of w.ilt/.e.s with the following 
titles: "Anti-dance Waltz," "Mourn- 
ing Waltz," "Valse Torturee." "Halt- 
ing Waltz," "Boudoir Waltz."

ELECTRIC WATER HEATER. 

A very compact little electric stove 
has been put on the market, which 
is particularly adapted for heating a 
tumbler 'or glassful of water in a 
very short space of time. The heat- 
ing element is in the form of a cyl- 
inder, slightly under an inch in di- 
ameter and about 4 1 j inches long, 
which is provided with a metal cap 
arranged to fit over the mouth of the 
glass. This serves to retain the heat 
and also keep out dust and dirt. The 
switch in the cover controls the cur- 
rent. The heating element gene- 
rates sufficient heat to bring a glass 
of water to a boil in a minute and a 

half. The device consumes 150 watts.

They an; mentioned 
in English lit. rature and are the 
subject of a p rn by Thomas Tick- 
rll, a con ten < \iry of Addison and 
Steele. Shake.-)., are, Bunyan, Peach- 
am and Ben .1 mson also write of 
them. The hornbook was probably 
brought to America by the early 
settlers. It i- alluded to in writings, 
journals and «o forth dated 1708, 
1716 and IMo, although scarcely 
any original- . > today. 

Like all copies and reproductions 
of any one thing, the editions by va- 
rious makets deviated. Some of the 
alphabets art shown with both upper 
and lower case letters and print' 1 in 
many styles of type; some hornbooks 
preserve the prayer while others 
show the alp 1 . nlarged to i ivef 
the whole spai Usually the letter 
"A" was preceded by a cross indi- 
cative of a pledge of faith, and in 
recollection that some of the earliest 
l>ooks of this sort appeared in the 
form of the cron and were conm cted 
with religion- . i;<in;ns or the Kelicf 
that learning !«•'! to piety.

CAMPAIGNED 
IN LEE'S ARMY 



Peter Morgan, One of The last 
Surviving Confederate Body 
Servants in Christian 
County. 

Among the few remaining body 
servants of Confederate soldiers still 
living in Christian county, the best 
known is Peter Morgan, sexton of 
Cave Spring colored cemetery. 

He went through the entire war 
with Captain A. F. Morgan, who took 
part in all the fierce conflicts of the 
Virginia campaigns. Peter was with 
him at Manassas, Bull Run, Peters- 
burg, and was in the advance to 
Frederick City, Md., within thirteen 
miles of the Capital . He was at Get- 
tysburg and when ("apt. Morgan, 
who took part in the magnificent 
charge ot Pickett's Division, was 
shot down, his faithful body servant 
sought him out and carried him off 
the battlefield in his arms. 

Capt. Morgan survived the war 
and lived to a good old age and died 
of apoplexy at his home at Belf onte, 
Va.. in 1908. 

Capt. Morgan was related to Gen. 
Robt. E. Lee and was attached to his 
personal staff a part of the time, 
Peter was the cook for a mess of 
four, Capt. Morgan and other offi- 
cers, and was about the camp of Gen. 
Lee a great deal of the time. 

In 1867. armed with a personal let 
tar of recommendation from Gen. 
Lee, Peter Morgan came to Ken- 
tucky with Rev. Marcellus Crenshaw, 
who secured work for him as a rail 
road hand, until Peter had paid debts 
incident to his coming. In the spring 
of the same year he came to Hop- 
kinsville and going to the Western 
Kentucky Lunatic Asylum, as it was 
then called, 9howed his letter of re- 
commendation to Dr. James Rod- 
man and asked for a job. Dr. Rod- 
man looked him over and said: "Any- 
body with a letter like that from 
Gen. Lee can get work from me." 
He put him to work and he stayed 
there 36 years. He was coachman 
for 7 years, attendant on a ward for 
13 years, yard boss for 11 years, and 
the rest of the time filled positions of 
trust and responsibility. 

After leaving the asylum he was 
janitor at the Virginia Street schools 



for 5 years and at the West Side 
schools for 5J years. 

When the new colored cemetery 
was opened by the city and present- 
ed to the colored people in the fall of 
1912, Peter was appointed sexton 
and has held the position ever since. 
He is now more than 70 years of age, 
but is in good health, erect as an In- 
dian and his faculties are unimpaired. 
He is a mulatto with few of the feat- 



ures of the colored race. He . 
es a fair education and a great deal 
of native intelligence. 

In his dealings he is straightfor- 
ward, trust worthy and honorable. 
He is respected by all as one of the 
very best men of his race. He is a 
member of the Methodist church and 
has always been independent in poli- 
tics, with a strong leaning to the 
Democratic party. He has always 



been loyal to the Lost Cause and 
loves to attend the reunions of the 
old soldiers in gray. Nothing would 
give him more pleasure than to go to 
Richmond next month to the annual 
reunion, perhaps the last that will 
ever be held in the Confederate cap- 
ital city. 

Jordan Barker is another colored 
man from Virginia who also went 
through the war as a body servant. 



He lived in Hopkinsville until a few 
years ago when he went to Virginia 
and while there on a visit married a 
woman of considerable property, 
who died a year or two later and 
Jordan has never returned to Ken- 
tucky. For years he drove the city 
fire engine and afterwards was a 
janitor for churches and public I 
ings.

PORTIERE OF CORN KERNELS 



Superior to Those of Ordinary Con- 
struction Is tha Invention of a 
Michigan Man. 



A Michigan man has made a 

tlere of corn kernels which Is, ha de- 
clares, far superior to those made of 
beads or paper tubes used In making 
the ordinary Japanese kind. He takes 
ordinary field corn, says Popular Me- 
chanics, and placea the kernels In 
bolting water, where they soak for 14 
hours, preparing only a little at a 
time, aa they may sour. The kernels 
are then strung on No. 8 cotton thread, 
double from the needle. Each strand 
Is made a foot longer than the door- 
way to allow for shrinking. Sound 
kernels are used and care ts taken 
not to split them with the needle. The 
corn will shrink In drying and should 
therefore be examined and the kernels 
pushed together. A loop at one end 
of each string, all of the same length. 
Is made and all strung on a pole. They 
are then ready for varnishing, which 
Is done by dipping them la varnish 
warmed somewhat. They are then 
huag up to drain and dry. This must 
be thoroughly done and not too quick- 
ly. When dry they are hung on the 
pale In the door space. The ends of 
tbe threads can be clipped even as 
tne kernels will not come off. Thy 
may be dyed any color and designs 
made of different colors of tbe corn. 
But the dyeing does not make aa 
pretty a portiere, the experimenter 
thinks, as the plats color of the corn. 
The length of the strings may be -made 
to suit the maker. A good metbod Is 
to make them abort In the cater , in- 
creasing to full length at the

If the farmer wishes to benefit by 
the high prices that eggs are certain 
to bring next fall and winter, be 
abould begin to get ready for them at 
once, say the poultry specialists In 
the Cnlted States department of ag- 
riculture. The way to have egga late 
In the year ia to hatrh early. It Is 
the early hatches from which the 
early pullets are derived that are the 
largest money makers for the poultry 
producer. The early hatched cock- 
erels can be marketed In almost any 
market in America when they attain 
a weight of three-fourths of a pound 
to a pound and a half each, which 
they should reach in about six to 
ten weeks of age, respectively, at a 
greater profit than at any other time 
of their lives. The early hatched 
pullets. If properly grown, should be- 
gin to lay in tbe fall at the time 
when eggs are scarce and high la 
price.
